And as 
the faid Governors are annually chofen, their Office 
generally expires before his Majelty’s Approbation 
can be obtained, or any Security can be taken for the 
due Obfervance of the Laws of Trade and Naviga- 
‘tion, and hold little or no Correfpondence’ with our 
Office ; it isnot furprifing that Governors, conftituted 
like thefe laft mentionec, fhould be guilty of many 
Irregularities in Point of Trade, as well as in other 
Refpeéis. 

* Avt thefe Colonies however, by their feveral Con- 
ftitutions, have the Power of making Laws for their 
better Government and Support, provided they be 
not repugnant tothe Laws of Great Britain, nor de- 
trimental to their Mother Country: And thefe Laws, 
when they have regularly paffed the Council and 
Afiembly ofany Province, and received the Gover- 
nor’s Affent, become valid in that Province ; but re- 
main repealable neverthelefs by his Majefty in Coun- 
cil, upon jult Complaint, and do not acquire a per- 
petual Force, unlefs they are confirmed by his Ma- 
jefty in Council. 

‘ Bur there are fome Exceptions to this Rule in the 
Proprietory and Charter Governments ; for, in the 
Province of Penf/vania, they are only obliged to de- 
liver a Tranfcript of their Laws to the Privy Council, 
within five Years after they are pafled ; and, if his 
Majefty does not think fit to repeal them in fix 
Months, from the Time fuch Tranfcript is {o de- 
livered, it is not in the Power of the Crown to repeal 
them afterwards. 
‘ In the Maffachufets Bay alfo, if their Laws are not 
repealed within three Years after they have been pre- 
fented to his Majefty for his Approbation or Difal- 
lowance, they are not repealable by the Crown after 
that Time. 
‘« Tue Provinces of Maryland, ConneTicut, and Rhode 
Ifland, not being under any Obligation, by their re- 
fpettive Conftitutions, to return authentick Copies of 
their Laws to the Crown, for Approbation or Difal- 
lowance, or to givé any Account of their Proceedings, 
we are very little informed of what is done in any of 
thefe Governments. 

‘« Tuere isalfo this Singularity in the Governments 
© of Conneficut and Rhode Ifand, that there Laws are 
« not repealable by the Crown, but the Validity of them 
‘ depends upon their not being contrary, but, as near 
¢ asmay be, agreeable to the Laws of England. 

‘ Ait the Governors of Colonies, who a& under 

-<—the King’s Appointment, ought, within a reafonable 
‘ Time, to tranfmit home authentick Copies of the 
‘ feveral Aéts by them paffed, that they may go thro’ 
‘ a proper Examination ; but they are fometimes neg- 
‘ jigent of their Duty in this Particular, and likewife 
« pafs temporary Laws of fo fhort Continuance, that they 
‘ have their full Effeét, even before this Board can 
« acquire due Notice of them. Some Attempts have been 
« made to prevent this pernicious Practice ; but the an- 
« sual a of Government in the refpective Colo- 
¢ nies, making it neceflary that Laws for that Purpofe 
¢ fhould pafs trom Year to Year, the Affemblies have 
« frequently endeavoured in thofe Laws, as well as in 
« others of longer Duration, to enact proper Propoti- 
‘ tions repugnant to the Laws or Intereits of Great 
‘ Britain, ot which this Board have never failed to 
¢ exprefs their Diflilkke to the Crown, when fuch Laws 
‘ have fallen under their Confideration, and many Laws 
« have, from time to time, been repealed on that Ac- 
* count. 

‘ But as to fuch Laws as do not direftly fall within 
the above Rule, agaifiit which no Complaint is made, 
and where the Board are doubrful of the Effect they 
may have, it has always been ufual to let them lie by 
probationary, being ftill under the Power of the Crown 
to be repealed; in cafe any Inconvenience fhould 
arife from them. 

‘ I¢ has alfo been ulual, when a Law has contained 
many juit and neceflary Provifions for the Benefit of 
the Colony where it was paffed, intermixed with fome 
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others liable to Objection, to let it lie by, and give 
Notice thereupon to the Governor of the Province, 
that it fhould be repealed, if he did not, within a 
reafonable Time, procure a new Law, not liable to the 
— Objections, to be fubilituced in the Place there- 
of.’ 

I fhall add nothing to the foregoing, as yet, on the 
feveral Conititutions or Governments of our American 
Colonies; but proceed to fpeak ‘in general of their 
Trade, as it relates to the Welfare and Profperity of 
Great Britain. 

Terr: chief Commodities are Tobacco, Sugar, 
Molaffes, Rum, Cotton, Ginger, Indigo, Aloes, 
Cocea, Coffee, Rice, Dying Woods, Drugs, Copper, 
Iron, Fifh, Naval Stores, Timber, Lumber, Peltry 
(Silk and Wines in time from Georgia, &¢.) and molt 
others in common with Great Britain: And as our 
Colonies increafe our Navigation, take off our Ma- 
nufactures and Superfluities, and are a Receptacle for 
our People, that are Uiclefs anda Burden at home, 
they are juitly look’d on to be the greateit Support of 
the Power and Affluence of this Nation. 

Burt then it is known, that the Manufadtures, 
Trade and Navigation of fome of our Plantations, do, 
or may interfere with the Intereft of this Kingdom, 
and in’ tine may prove very prejudicial to it, if not 
irremediable. Whereupon it has been rightly obferved, 
‘ That, indeed, Colonies are a Strength to their 

Mother Country, while they are under good Ditcipline, 
while they are ftridtly made to obferve the fundamen- 
tal Laws of their original Country, and while they 
are kept dependent on it ; but that otherwife, they are 
worfe than Members lop’d from the Body Politick, 
being like offenfive Arms, wrefied froma Nation to 
‘ be turned againft it, as Occafion fhall ferve.’ 

It certainly therefore concerns the Wifdom of the 
Legiflative Power of ,Great Britain, to make a ftrict 
and f{peedy Inquiry into this Matter, to remedy Dif- 
orders before they grow too gbitinare, and to put « 
Government and ‘Trade “of all our Colonies into fo 
good and found a State, that every one may have its 
due Share of Nutriment, and thereby be the better 
fitted and difpofed for the Ules. and Benefits of the 
whole Body Politick, efpecially of Great Britain their 
Head, Motherand Protecirefs. _ 

SEVERAL worthy and well-meaning Gentlemen . 
have, from time to time, offered their Thoughts to the 
Publick on thefe Points ; but it appears to be too great, 
as well as too invidious an Undertaking for a private 
Perfon, to declare truly and impartially, all that might, 
and fhould be faid on the Subjeét. -— A®id if a Man 
cannot, or will not, tell the whole, plain, undifguifed 
Truth, he may miflead others, and perhaps had much 
better fay nothing atall. However, I cannot avoid 
thinking, that fome of our Colonies are under the eafiett 
and happieft Circumftances of any People in the World, 
perhaps cafier than thofe of their own Mother Coun. 
try; and that others have been under fuch, —— as 
furely this Nation has not been hitherto truly fenfible 
of! . 

How unequal then are the Lots of our Fellows 
Subjects, as they happen to live ‘under this or. thas par- 
ticular Government or Province in the Brit Colonies-! 
And ought this to be fo ? Efpecially, if the Unfortunate 
are the inoft profitable, and that without Redrefs their 
Trade mult be entirely lof to the Nation ? 

As I alike with well to all our Colonies, 
none their Flappinefs, my Aimand Defire is, that they 
might be all eqaally happy. -— But our Sugar Cale- 
ni¢s, On Many Accounts, demand our immediate Care 
if we are defirous to preferve that Trade. For J de

Ycflerday arrived the Mail due from Holland. 

They write from Koningsberg, ‘hat publick Notice 
‘has been given there to all Perions that have any De- 
mands upon the Court of King Staniflaus, to carry in 
their Bills, in order to receive their Money, before 
New Year's Day. 

From Conftantinople, That the new Grand Vizier 
Himael, has frequent Conferences with the Grand 
Seignior for retrieving the Affairs in Perfia, of which 
Country he has a perfect Knowledge, having ferv'd 
there a long time in Quality of Bafhaw of Babylon ; 
and that-there has been a profound Tranquillity at Con- 
ftantinople finve the faid Vizier cut off the Heads of 
fome of the Chiefs of the Malecontents, who fomented 
the late Divifions and Difturbances. Thefe 
Letters add, that they have received Advice of the 
Defeat of aconfiderable Detachment of Tartars by the 
Ruffian Troops, and that the Tartars had thereupon 
thought fit to retire into their own Country ; and that 
there has been a great Fire at Pera, one of the Suburbs 
of Conftantinople, which however did no great Da- 
mage, becaufe of the immediate Affitlance that came 
to extinguifh it. 

From Italy, thatthe Neapolitan Government is very 
bufy in giving the neceflary Orders for forming a Camp 
near Peicara upon the Adriatic Gulph, and the Duke 
of Berwick, Lieutenant General, is to make the ne- 
ceflary Preparations for that End. Don Carlos was 
lately at the Arfenal of Naples, and affifted at the Con- 
fecraiion of the firft Nail which his Majeity afterwards 
_ rove into the Hull of the 4th Galley upon the Stocks. 
Two thoufand Germans, who are followed by 2000 
more, having enter’d Bologna on a fudden, the Pope 
bas fent 25,000 Crowns thither, and the like Sum to 
Ferrara, to enable the Inhabitants of thofe Provinces 
to fupport the extraordinary Charges to which they 
are expofed by the Entrance of the Foreign Troops. 

From Vienna, that the Name of the Spanifh Agent, 
who has been there for fome time, is Piombelli ; and 
that he has a Commiffion from his Mafter to make fome 
Propofals to the Emperor ; but "tis not yet known that 
he has yet had any Conference with the Emperor's Mi- 
nifters. M. de l’Eftang, the Minifter of France, hay- 
ing finifhed his Negotiations at the Imperial Court, is 
preparing to return fhortly to Paris, whither, ‘tis re- 
ported, that the Count dé Schlick is gone with a pri- 
vate Commiffion ; and that the Emperor has nominated 
M. de Schmerling, a Counfellor of the Regency, to go 
and refide at that Court. —— Preparations are already 
tiaking for the Marriage of the Archdutchefs, their Im- 

jal Majefties eldeft Daughter, and the Count de 

mberg, Grand Matter of the Houfhold, has Orders 
to etigage Perfons to form that Princefs’s Court. -— . 
The tde Plettemberg, a Privy Counfellor, is juft 
declared the Emperor’s Ambaflador at the Coart of 
Rome. 

From , that Preparations are ordered to be 
made at Riga, for the Reception of the Czarina and her 
Court, the Beginning of next Year. —— ‘Thatthe Em- 

*s Minifter has declared, thas. his Mafter is willing 
ro keep all the Ruffian Troops in Bohemia, in his Ser- 
vice,-till the Conclufion of the General Peace ; with 
which Declaration the Czarina feems very well fatisfied, 
and, ‘tis faid, the is refolved not to recal her Troops 
from-Poland, till the Troubles of that Kingdom are 
intirely at an End. ‘The Salary of Prince Anthony 
Viric of Brunfwick-Bevern-Wolfembuttle, is augmented 
by the Czarina, to 50,000 Rubles. His Houfhold con- 
filts of 30 Perfons ; and, ‘tis reported, that he ig to be 
made Stadtholder of the Provinces taken from Sweden. 





From Hanover, that the faméts. Paiater Rufeat is 
fet out for Caflel, with the Piéture he drew of his Bri- 
tannick Majeity, as a Prefent to Prince William ; and 
that the Concourfe of People to have their Pictures 
drawn at full Length ty that matterly Hand, has been 
fo extraordinary, that fome of thofe that came to him 
lately, have been obliged to be contented with his 
Draught of their Heads only. They add, that after he 
has finifhed fome Paintings at the Court of Heffe-Cafiel, 
he will come to London, purfuant to the Invitation he 
had from his Britannick Majeity when laft at Meren- 
haufén, A fine Regiment of Horfe is vacant at Hano- 
ver, by the Death of Colonel Walter. 

From Stockholm, that the Czarina has been Vattly 
generous to the Commifhoners of Sweden who figned 
the Treaty renewed between the two Crowns ; that her 
Minifter, M. de Beftuchef, has fent 2000 Ducats, by 
her Order, to Count Horn, the firft of thofe Commil- 
fioners, and 1000 Ducats apiece to the other eight ; 
that he has alfo caufed 500 Ducats to be diftributed to 
the Secretaries and Clerks of the Royal Chancery, the 
whole amounting to 10,500 Dueats; and that the King 
and Senate, to fhew their Senfe of the Czarina’s Gene- 
rofity, have alfo made a Prefent of 2000 Ducatsto M. 
de Beftuchef, and 500 to his Secretaries. 

From Bruffels, that the States of Brabant, according 
to the Defire of the Archdutchefs, had confented to 
the Agreement lately made with divers Merchants of 
Antwerp and Mechlin, for lowering the great Duties 
upon Merchandize carried into Germany, or the Prin- 
city of Liege, and which, for faving of Charges, they 
fent by Breda and Bois le Duc ; and that they have re- 
folved, the Beginning of next Year, to reimburfe the 
private Perfons who formerly advanced the neceflary 
Sums for paying off the Arrears due to the Dutch. It 
was alfo reported, that the Exemptions from the ordi- 
nary Duties upon all Commodities for Confumption, 
are to be fupprefied ; fo that the Clergy and Nobility 
muit hereafter pay thofe Duties as well as other People. 
They add, that, when the Emperor is put in Poffeflion 
of the Dominions in Lombardy, that are ftipulated by 
the Preliminary Articles; he will declare the Duke 
d’Aremberg Governor General of the Milanefe, Man- 
tuan, &c. 

From Paris, that, finee the Kings of Spain and Sar- 
dinia have accepted of the Sufpenfion of Arms, the Car- 
dinal de Fleury has communicated the Preliminaries to 
feveral of the foreign Minifters; but we don’t learn 
that they have yet been imparted to the Dutch Mini(- 
ters, either there or at Vienna, or even at the Hague, 
tho’ the Marquis de Fenelon has had them above a Fort- 
night in his Pocket. Mean time the Dutch think they 
have Reafon to expect that Complaifance from the 
French Ceurt, which they cannot well demand of the 
other, when they confider their Conduct fortwo Years 


It may not be difpleafing News to the Lovers of a 
Dith which is now coming in Seafon, to add, that the 
Duke of Wirtemberg, and a Number of General Offi- 
cers of the Imperial Army, are juit returned to Stut- 
gard, from a Fortnight’s Hunting Match, in which 
they killed above 3000 wild Boars. 

Mr. Woodward, the Britifh Minifler at Warfaw, 
according to the laft Advices from thence, has had a 
Fit of an Apoplexy, and continues dangeroufly ill. 

Laft Thurfday John Wilkinfon, Efq; Sheriff of New- 
caftle, was married at St. John’s Parifh in that Town, 
to Mifs Crow, Daughter of the late Mitford Crow, 
Efq; formerly Governor of Barbados, an agreeable 
young Lady, with a confiderable Fortune.
